After approval by the 
Court, the Army Engineers will ad- 
vertise for bids from qualified 
morticians and funeral homes for 
the removal of the remains under 
stringent conditions to insure that 
the task is carried out with dignity 
and reverence. The successful con- 
tractors will make arrangements 
for hiring any additional empioye- 
es needed to carry out the remov- 
al. 

Colonel Raymong said that 
stories have been circulating that 
workers engaged in the removal 
work would be quarantined for ex- 
tended periods of time and would 
be paid large sums for their ser- 
vices. These and similar rumors 
anise every time a large cemetery 
removal is planned, he stated, and 
are without foundation of fact. 
There will be no quarantine of 
workers and payment by the con- 
tractor performing the work will 
be in line with normal payments 
for this type of work.

RETARDATION 
NAMED 


Gov. Ross R. Barnett created an 
eight-member Mississippi Council 
on Mental Retardation recently. 

“The general purpose of the 
council,” Barnett said, is to bring 
together the departments and or- 
ganizations serving the mentally 
retarded to encourage and help de- 
velop programs dealing with all 
aspects of retardation services.” 

Barnett pointed out that Con- 
gress is now considering a bill to 
allocate $2 million to the states 
for planning comprehensive action 
to combat mental retardation. 

“These grants will be awarded 
on a selective basis to state agen- 
cies presenting acceptable pro- 
posals for broad interdisciplinary 
planing activities, Barnett said. 
“Some $40,000 could be made a- 
vailable to the state for the use of 
the council in planning for the re- 
tarded.”
